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ROK Envoy 
Optimistic _ 
Over Talks 
Set for March 


‘FUKUOKA (Kyodo)—Ambas- 
sador Kim Yu Taik of the 
ROK mission voiced optimism 
in a press interview here yes 
terday on prospécts of the 
Japan-South Korea talks, slated 
to be resumed March 1. 


Arriving here on an inspec- 
tion tour, Ambassador Kim said 
the mutual release and repatria- 
tion of detainees, if carried out 
as arranged, will create an amic- 
able atmosphere needed for the 
Smooth progress of the talks 
from March 1. 


The Korean diploma@ said the 
exchange of the respective lists 
of detainees would be made in 
a few days without a hitch pre- 
liminary to the actual release 
and repatriation, which is 
scheduled to end by Feb. 15. 


Kim said he had no knowledge 
of the Taisei Maru and another 
Japanese fishing boat which 
were seized by Korean patrol 
beats on the night of Jan. 10. 


The Korean diplomat said the 
information, if true, is proof 
that the Republic of Korea will 
seize and detain fishing 
boats violating the “Rhee” line. 


Release in Few Days 

SEOUL (INS)—South Ko. 
rea's Foreign Vice Minister Kim 
Dong Jon disclosed Saturday 
that Japanese fishermen detain- 
ed in his country will be releas- 
ed “within a few days,” but he 
refused to name a specific date. 

Kim’s disclosure was made 
after he conferred for two hours 
with Cabinet members represent- 
ing the Foreign, Home, Justice 
and Education Ministries and 
the ROK director of maritime 
affairs. 


However, there remained some 
anxiety over an earlier § dis- 
closure by an ROK Foreign Of- 
fice source that the mutual re 
lease of Japanese and South Ko- 
rean detainees might be held up 
over Japan’s reported unwilling- 
ness to return art treasures 
taken out of Korea prior to 
1945, 


Meanwhile, the -number of 
Japanese fishermen eligibie for 
immediate repatriation was re- 
duced from 923 to 922 following 
2 one-month ison sentence 
meted out to Takio Nakamura 
for knifing fellow-detainee 
Toshiro Kitamura. 


ROK Denial

“If time really depends on 
velocity, man’ may acquire a 
potent. instrument for slowing 
time down,” the radio said in 
a broadcast to North America. 


For. the first time artificial 
satellites afforded the- first op 
portunity of checking TEin- 
Stein's theory of relativity of 
time by pfactical means. 


Hitherto scientists had been 
unable. to do this because the 
time lag’ was observabie only at 
tremendous velocities unattain- 
able in-earthly conditions, 


“In a cosmic ship hurtling at 
a speed close to the velocity oi 
light, time would flow 70 times

slower than on this planet,” the 
radio sald,

Scientist Unidentified

Ike’s Reply 
To Bulganin 
On Summit 
Talks Soon 


WASHINGTON (Kyodo-UP)— 
President Dwight D. Eisenhower 
will reply to Soviet Premier 
Nikolal Bulganin in a day or so 
and leave the door open to 
“summit” talks with Russia, of- 
ficials indicated Saturday. 

But he will reject Bulganin’s 
latest bid to hold them within 
“two or three months.” 

Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles, settirig the tenor of the 
Allied disapproval of Russia's 
peace negotiation proposals, 
brusquely knocked down Bul- 
ganin’s bid for early talks. 

Dulles told a news confer- 
enee Friday there must be ex- 
tensive preliminary negotiations 
first on a lower diplomatic level 
that produce at least a prob- 
ability of success before it would 
be worthwhile to hold a confer- 
ence Of chiefs of state, 

American officials studying 
the Bulganin Notes said they 
appeared to cloak a Communist 
eficrt to get the West signed 
to non-aggression pacts which 
would block defense armament 
and U.S. progress on rockets 
and missiles. 

In questioning the value of 
agreements with Russia, Dulles 
recalled that the 1955 Summit 
Meeting in Geneva agreed upon 
the unification of Germany 
through free elections. He said 
the Russians promptly reneged 
on this agreement, 

Dulles said he 
posed to new efforts to ease 
Kast-West tensions by negotiat- 
ing with the Russians through 
reguiar diplomatic channels, 

Dulles said one of the most 
encouraging moves Russia 
could make would be to carry 
out jts promises on the unifica- 
tion of Germany. 

But he added hastily that he

He said the printer was now 
sending clear text in Russian 
after idle for about three hours. 

“It sounded quite like a Sput- 
nik at the start,” the spokesman 
said, 


No Reports: Moscow 

LONDON (INS)—Strong beeps 
similar to those flashed by 5So- 
viet sputniks were picked up by 
several European stations Sat- 
urday, but Russian officials pooh- 
poohed rumors they had launch- 
ed their long. expected, attempt 
to fire a rocket to the moon. 

The signals were heard in Fin- 
land, Norway. and Britain for 
periods of up to an hour, un- 
leashing a flood of speculation 
that Soviet scientists thad made 
another sensational assault on 
the mysteries of outer space. 

But official circles In Moscow 
said they had no information 
about the beeps, and, in Wash- 
ington, a spokesman for the U.S. 
Naval Research Laboratory said 
that “no reports have been re- 
ceived from our tracking sta- 
tions on any new Satellites.” 


The officials in Russia hinted 


that. they would not hesitate to 
announce any new rocket-launch- 
ings.

A Spokesman for the Soviet 
Academy of Stience said “we 
have absolutely no information” 
that Russia had fired another 
rocket and he expressed “doubt" 
that .it had.

Soviet Bares First 
Space Dog Findings 


LONDON (Kyodo-UP)—Mos 
cow Radio claimed Saturday 
that the dog sent aloft in Sput- 
nik Il had proved that “no harm 
comes to a living organism” 
from conditions of weightiless- 
ness. 


The radio, quoting an article 
in Soviet Aviation magazine, 
reported the first results of in- 
formation radioed back to earth 
from monitoring instruments at 
tached to Laika, the world's first 
Space traveller. 


“The analysis of Laika’s pulse, 
blood pressure and respiration” 
showed “extremely important 
conclusions” that “no. harm 
comes to a living organism in 
conditions of imponderability 
(weightiessness),” the article 
said. 


The weightless condition is 
impossible to duplicate on earth 
or in low-flying planes for 
periods of more than a few sec- 
onds, not long enough to test its 
prolonged effect, 

But the Soviet aviaticn article 
said no disturbance in coordina- 
tion of Laika’s movements was 
registered during the period the 
dog lived in filght, in spite of 
its weightless condition. 

It attributed continued coordl- 


nation to eyesight, which it said 
“compensated to a certain degree 
the disturbance of locomotive 
power” in the weightless state. 

Laika was shot into space en- 
tombed in Sputnik II on Nov. 4, 
and her body was still circling 
the earth today. The dog died 
after about a week. 

Saturday's Moscow Radio 
broadcast, monitored here, re 
leased the first details of infor- 
mation Soviet acientists learned 
from the recording instruments 
which radioed information about 
Laika’s reactions from the §put- 
nik back to earth. 


Still Faces Problems 

MOSCOW {AP) — Soviet 
scientists still are seeking eolu- 
tion of the problem of returning 
Satellites to earth, a member 
of the Academy of Sciences said 
Saturday, 

E. K. Fyedorov, in an inter. 
view published in ‘the news- 
paper Soviet Aviation, said “So- 
viet science at present faces the 
question of launching satellites 
and then assuring their return 
to earth.

Promises Data

In Taming H-Bomb Expected 


WASHINGTON (Kyodo-Retu- 
ter)—The Washington Post said 
Saturday that the United States 
Atomic Energy Commission had 
obtained British agreement to 
confine an announcement of 
British progress in harnessing 
the hydrogen bomb’s power “to 
the technical confines of a Brit 
ish scientific weekly called Na- 
ture Magazine.” 


The newspaper said In a front 
page Story that-according to the 
agreement -the United States 
Atomic Energy Commission and 
the British Atomic Energy Au- 
thority would then issue a care- 
fully worded press release on 
Jan. 24, quoting the Nature 
Magazine article in referring to 
British hydrogen power pro- 
gress, 

‘This country’s press release 
has gone through at. least four 
drafts already in an effort to 
make sure that just the right 
tone is presented,” the news- 
paper's dispatch sald. 

“Nowhere will the ‘words 


*major break through’ occut.; 


And since the Nature article 
will be written by the scientists 
engaged in the actual research 
on this controlled hydrogen fu- 
sion work the words are expect- 
ed to be neither understandable 
nor intriguing to readerg,”

According to the engineer, 
the computer is capable of do- 
ing any kind of calculation that 
ean be done by the human 
brain. Its speed is slower than 
the famous IBM electronic com- 
puter but still it could perform 
addition and subtraction —of 
eight-figure numbers in 0.15 sec- 
ond and multiplication of same 
number of figures in four- 
tenths of a second. 

The official name of the ma- 
chine is Relay Type Digital 
Automatic Computer. Its func- 
tion is better fit to calculation 
of scientific data than that of 
business figures which is spe- 
cialized by IBM machines. 

Companies and organizations 
from which the office has been 
receiving orders so far in- 
clude power companies, mining 
firms, optical manufacturers, 
various laboratories and the 
Atomic Energy Commission. of 
Japan, 

The order from Japan's ABC 
was to study the vast numeric- 
al data on the Calder Hall type 
atomic reactor presented . to 
Japan from Britain. Results 
gained from calculation by the 
computer would provide the 
Japanese side with invaluable 
material in -negotiations with 
Britain. for .purchase of the 
reactor.

Kazuteru Hidaka, former 
member of the Foreign Office 
and once attached to the puppet 
Manchukou government, set 
forth his views tn an article in 
the February issue of the “Bun- 
gel Shunju” magazine, * 
Hidaka said he was in Nepal 
in 1954-55 and that he had climb- 
ed Everest to the 23,000-foot 
level before returning to Kath- 
mandu, the capital. 

“With the grandeur of the 
Himalayan range in the dis 
tance,” he wrote, “Nushi Paha- 
dore, head of the Ananda Kute 
(Phonetics) school, made a 
strange utterance to me. “That 
Mount Bverest has never been 
conquered.’ ' 
“Pahadore then told me as a 


matter of common knowledge 
that the reports of the British | 
expedition, which claimed the 
conquest of Mt. Everest, were’ 
filled with inconsistences and 
that there were absolutely no 
roofs that they had scaled 
Lverest. 

“Pahbadore explained in detail! 
that not a single one of the 
oldtimers and Sherpas, who 
know Everest well, believes 
that Everest was conquered.”

They intend to export through 
the projected firm an average 
of 1,000,000 wrist watehes or 
20 per cent of total yearly pro- 
duction of such watches and 
earn at least $5 million worth 
of foreign currency. 


Officials of the Ministry of 
International Trade and In. 
dustry expect the nation’s 
watchmaking trade to grow in- 
to a profitable export Industry, 
liké camera production, when 
the plan materializes, 


At present, there are 37 
watchmaking companies in 
Japan, including such well- 
known takers as the Seiko,

Their total timepiece produc- 
tion Jast year reached an es- 
timated 8,270,000 or well over 
the prewar record of 5 million, 


Production of wrist watches 
was specially remarkable, it 
came to an estimated 3,260,000 
of about 40 per cent of the na- 
tional total for timepleces in 
1957.

The Foreign Office officials ex- 
pressed a strong desire that 
wiser counsel would prevail in 
the end and that the recom- 
mendation will not be accepted 
by the President, 

“The President is required by 

the Reciprocal Trade Agree 
ments Act to render a final de 
cision on a recommendation by 
the tariff commission within 60 
days after it is made. 
The Foreign Office said that 
the Japanese Government and 
exporters have endeavored all 
along to avoid unnecessary fric- 
tion against competitive U.S 
industries by adopting various 
measures to bring about order- 
ly export to the US 

Local nfanufacturers of metal 
flatware have executed an auto- 
nomous restriction of the export 
to the U.S. despite recent dete- 
rioration in their domestic busi- 
ness. 

Spontaneous reduction in the 
export of knives, forks and 
spoons from Japan totaled 5,- 
900,000 dozen from October 
1956 to September last year. 

Japan's export of metal flat 
ware recorded no more than 
421,000 dozen in 1953, but soar. 
ed to some 2,600,000 dozen in 
1955 and this was further 
doubled in 1956 recording some 
5,920,000 dozen. 

Last year about 7,800,000 
dozen had been exported to the 
U.S. market as early as Nov- 
ember. This advance was re- 
ported to have captured about 
half of the total demand in 
that country for knives and 
spoons. 

Mayor Ko Tamaki of Tsu- 
bame, Niigata Prefecture, and 
the representatives of manufac- 
turers in that locality have 
been In Tokyo since last week 
to appeal to the Foreign Office 
and other ministries concerned 
to take appropriate protection 
measures to cope-with the ex- 
pected restriction move by the 
US.

Iron, Steel Output 
Set Mark in 1957 


Japan’s production of iron 
and steel registered an all-time 
high of 27,877,000 tons last year, 
according to a survey by the 
Iron and Steel Federation. 

Output during the year of 
steel ingot totaled. 12,564,000 
tons while that of rolled steel 
and blast furnace pig iron 
amounted to 8,878,000 tons and 
6,435,000 tonsa, respectively. 

The figures indicated an in- 
crease of 12 to 14 per cent over 
the previous year’s total. 

Production in December, 
meanwhile, registered a sizable 
increase over November, The 
steel! strike in November caused 
production to drop, 

Output of steel ingot, rolled

Japan’s Decision on Sterling 
Sparks Hostile U.K. Editorial 


LONDON (AP)—Japan's deci- 
sion to allow banks to sell con- 
vertible sterling for dollars 
prompted a hostile editorial ves- 
terday in the independent, im- 
perialist Daily Express. 

“Do. you remember the black 
pact with Japan?” the paper 
asked its 4tmillion readers, “Just 
four years ago Britain signed 
this agreement, 

“It opened the Empire mar- 
kets to cheap Japanese goods. It 
restricted exports from the ater!- 
ing area to Japan, 

“Now see what folly it was. 
For the Japanese have so soak- 
ed.the new markets that they 
havé more pounds sterling than 
they know what to do with, 

“Wil the Empire gain? Wil 
there be more sterling exports 
to Japan? No. 

“The bankers in Tokyo are 


going to sell their pounds—for 
dollars.” 

However, Japan's decision 
caused litthe excitement at the 
British Treasury Friday. 

Although the Pr@asury declin- 
ed official comment, informed 
sources said the move “Was re 
garded here as purely a domes 
tic affair in Japan and unlikely 
to Have major repercussions 
elsewhere. 

These sources pointed out that 
the move merely extends to 
Japanese commercial banks the 
same freedom permitted com- 
mercial banks im other coun- 
tries. 

It was noted that the Japanese 
announcement contained no 
hint that Japanese investors 
would unload great amounts of

Tokyo Bank 
Inks Soviet 
LIC Deal 


Direct bank dealings for 
trade between Japan and the 
Soviet Union will soon become 
possible through a correspond- 
ent contract recently concluded 
between the Bank of ToKyo and 
the Soviet national Gosbank, it 
was learned yesterday. 

The Bank of Tokyo, Japan's 
only exclusive foreign exchange 
banking organ, last yearend 
inked the contract with the 
Seuviet state bank following 
the Dec. 6 signing of a Japan- 
Soviet trade pact in Tokyo. The 
contract will go into force when 
approved by the Finance Min- 
istry. 

The correspondem arrange 
ment is expected to go a long 
way toward normalizing and 
speeding up trade dealings be- 
tween the two nations through 
direct exchange of letters of 
credit instead of going via Lon- 
don. It will also help reduce 
cable expenses. 


The Bank of Tokyo thus has 
established correspondent rela- 
tions with the national banks of 
all key Communist bloc nations 
except Communist China, Agree- 
ments have been signed with 
Hungary, Poland, Czechoslo- 
vakia and East Germany. 

Apart from the letter of 
credit arrangement with the 
Gosbank, the Bank of Tokyo 
will continue its relations with 
the Soviet-capitalized Moscow 
People’s Bank in London as 
the Japan-Russia trade agree- 
ment stipulates that goods ex- 
changed between the two coun- 
tries are to be paid for in 
pound sterling. 


Provincial Banks’ 
Deposits Rose in ’57 


The deposit increase in the 
nation’s provincial banks for 
calendar 1957 amounted to 
¥ 284,700 million against ¥271,500 
million for the previous year, 
the Provincial Bankers Associa- 
tion announced yesterday. 

Their loan increase for the 
period under review aggregated 
¥235,300 million against ¥206,- 
700 million for the pfevious 

rear 

During last December alone, 
the deposits of 65 provincial 
banks showed an increase of 
¥00,700 million against ¥90,900 
million for the corresponding 
month of the previous year. 

The month’s loans also Iif- 
creased by ¥48,600 million, or 
the vear’s monthly high, against 
¥60,600 million for the corres- 
ponding month of the previous 
year. 

That the deposit increase sur- 
passed the loan increase, unlike 
the overloan tendency in city 
banks, association officials said, 
was attributable to the fact that 
the effect of the Government's 
tight money policy appeared in 
rural districts later than in ur- 
ban areas, 

Other reasons were, they said, 
that they had ample deposits of 
Government funds, such as 
money for the purchase of ra- 
tioning rice, and they had not 
depended upon the Bank of 
Japan for loam funds as city 
banks had.

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Eisenhower's Message 
The most important aspect of President Eisenhower's 
State of the Union message is perhaps that it shows a deep 
realization of the significance of the Soviet challenge in 


the economic field. 


The President emphasizes that, having been largely frus 
trated in their attempts at expansion based directly on 
force, the Communists have begun to concentrate heavily 
om economic penetration, particularly of newly developing 


countries, as a preliminary to political domination. 


He 


declares that this nonmilitary drive, if underestimated, 
could defeat the Free World regardless of its military 


strength, 


Consequently, the President places before his audience 
an outline of action designed to focus American resources 


upon the two tasks of security and peace. 


He supplies a 


list of eight items requiring prompt action—defense re- 
organization, accelerated defense effort, mutual aid, mutual 
trade, scientific cooperation with allies, education and re- 
search, spending and saving and “works of peace.” 

As the entire world, excepting, of course, fanatical Com- 
munists who believe that wholesale destruction would be 
the most effective preliminary to the achievement of their 
objectives, yearns for peace it might be as well to consider 
what Mr. Eisenhower has to say on the subject. 

He declares there is only one solution to the grim prob- 


lems that He ahead. 


The world, he says, must stop the 


present lunge toward more and more destructive weapons 
of war, and turn the corner that will start the steps firm- 


ly on the path toward lasting peace. 


“T urge,” he adds, 


“the Soviet Government to cooperate in turning principle 
into practice by prompt and tangible actions that will break 
down the unnatural barriers that have blocked the flow of 
thought and understanding between our people,” 


Jt is, of course, just these “prompt and tangible actions” 
which all who have international harmony at heart desire 
to see from the Soviet leaders. Instead of entering upon 
' gm economic drive obviously designed to alienate the under- 
developed and weaker nations as much as possible from the 
democratic camp of the Free World, what is needed is 
Seviet cooperation with all other nations in worldwide 


Ss. 


Given in that way, the Russian contribution to the gen- 
eral sum of human progress could not only be great but it 
might be of a nature which would obviate the piling up of 
armaments of every kind on both sides of the ideological 


fence. 


There is, in fact, no need for this conflict of in- 


teresta between the Communist bioc and the Free World, 
if the former would abandon the idea of initiating a forci- 
ble revolution and would consent to cooperate In a process 
of evolution that would bring greater prosperity to every- 


one. 


We keep on asking ourselves if this can ever come 
about, and up to the present the answer has not been en- 
couraging. Soviet Prime Minister Buiganin has now sent 
out a number of letters announcing that Russia proposes 
to call a “summit” meeting in the next two or three months 
and suggesting that this be held in Geneva. But they con- 
tain other proposals which can hardly do else than raise 
suspicion. Thus there is the insistence that Communist 
China must participete in any settlement affecting the Far 
East and the advocacy of a large number of countries being 
permitted to attend, including some that are now the object 


of Moscow's economic drive. 


A “summit” conference on these lines, without any kind 
of preparation, would be more likely to accentuate differ- 
ences than to lead to greater harmony, and might, indeed, 
prove of direct benefit to Soviet propaganda methods, Un- 
less adequate common ground can be found upon which to 
base such international discussions, failure to attain con- 
crete results is almost certain, and such failure would, of 
course, be attributed by Moscow in due course to “imperial- 
ist’ and “capitalist” machinations, 

The Bulganin letter was delivered to the American Gov- 
ernment less than three hours after the President had de- 


livered his State of the Union message to Congress. 


One 


may well ask if it would not have been better if Marshal 
Bulganin had first studied that message and then offered 
a plan of cooperation based on the points raised therein. 
In all the good things that President Eisenhower wants 
to do, the things he calls in his speech “works of peace,” 
Soviet Russia could, if it would, be an ally. 


“The threat to our safety, 


and to the hope of a peaceful 


world,” says the President, “is simply stated. It is Com- 
munist imperialism.” That threat could be removed by Mos- 


cow. 


And by entering into a period of real cooperation 


with the other nations, its sincerity in turning over a new 
jeaf in the pageant of history could be proved to the world’s 


‘satisfaction.

For Happier Hunting 
To the Editor; 

I would like to offer the fol- 
lowing suggestions in line with 
that article 1 recently read of 
foreigners retiring in Japan. I 
myself could be Most happy 
here as well as many others I 
know and though this is not of 
that subject, is on the same line. 

My suggestion is to increase 
the game, especially pheasants 
in Japan. The bamboo partridge, 
as we call them, were plentiful 
this year and really a good 
gaine bird. The question is, 
when are they going to start 
protecting wild life and make 
hunting more brighter? 


At present I realize not too 
many Japanese have taken to 
this sport, but I do think in time 
a* guns and shells become avail- 
able at a more reasonable price, 
more will take to it. 1 have en- 
joyed. every day of hunting in 
order to stay with the dogs. You 
haven't hunted until you hunted 
Japan and especially in Saga- 
miko shooting partridge. The 
only requirement ia to be born 
half deer and half mountain 
goat in Japan. 


I would like to recommend and 
encourage ail Japanese and for- 
eigners to push these recom- 
mendations as well as their own; 
especially the Japanese: 


(1) Import some Chinese 
ring neck pheasants from Ko 
rea. Cost should be of no con- 
cern if the birds were obtained 
from Cheji-Do, Korea, 

(2) More rigid laws on the 
pa gree game. The new law 
just published in the Japanese 
papers prohibiting selli 
game will be of some help. 
not publish this in English for 
information to foreigners. 

(3) Prohibit the hunting of 
wild life eggs. This and trap 
ping a must. 

(4) One or two ns of a 
shorter period. Only’ open phea- 
sant season for a couple of 
weeks. The limiting of taking 
hens for a season or every other 
season may be of some help. 

(5) Increase the cost of 
license from ¥3,700 to ¥4,700 to 
cover the cost of payment for 
game wardens. This would not 
have to be a full time job for a 
man—in addition to his job. 
Maybe a policeman on his days 
of would like it for extra cash 
fr even another hunter. I have 
not been stopped once this year 
and I know people are hunting 
without a license, 

(6) Impose a heavy fine on 
all, Japanese and foreigners for 
violation of these hunting laws. 
Publish the violation, offender 
and fine In English and Japa- 
nese papers as a word of cau- 
tion. Please, no suspended sen- 
tences,

Where It Failed 
If they are unable to meet

Yet, despite the Communists’ 
control of the conference and 
the responsiveness of their audi- 
ence, it is dificuk to escape the 
conclusion that the conference 
was a failure jn several respects. 
It failed as an effective Commu- 
nist propaganda forum because 
the excessively blatant manner 
in which the Communists mani- 
pulated proceedings alienated 
not only those governments of 
Asia, anxious to maintain the in- 
tegrity of their neutrality, 
which the Soviet Union is 
wooing, but even leftist organ- 
izations and newspapers usually 
sympathetic to them. It also 
failed to create the impression 
that the conference was in any 
way an extension of the Ban- 
dung Conference of 1955. 

Nasser Upset 

If news reports from Cairo 
are reliable indices, even Pres- 
ident Gamal Abdul Nasser was 
extremely upset by the Commu- 
nists actions. Contrary to or- 
iginal expectations, Nasser did 
not attend the inaugural meet- 
ing of the gathering which he 
had hosted, and his message of 
greeting was noticeably cool and 
noncommittal. Nor did the gov- 
ernment-controlied press, which 
was expected to play up the 
meeting, respond with anything 


more than normal coverage. 

it would be a dangerous mis- 
take, however, to assume that 
the conference was a total loss 
for the Communists, for they 
achieved several important ob- 

tives. They established a 
precedent for participation by 
the Soviet Union in internal 
Afro-Asian affairs, which had 
been denied to them by the 
Bandung Conference: They also 
created forums for anti-Western, 
proCommunist propaganda in 
nations which avow their neu- 
trality and can therefore create 
an jmpression that the people of 
these nations support Com«;mu- 
nist objectives.

Disappointing Aspect 

Apart from the shambles 
made of the Bandung princi- 
pies, to which Japan subscribes, 
perhaps the most disappoint- 
ing aspect of the conference 
was the almost total lack of 
evidence that the Japanese de- 
legation, the largest group pres- 
ent, was able, or even attempt- 
ed, to deter Communist domi- 
nation. If anything, they con- 
tributed to the propaganda 
aims of the Soviet Union. Kaoru 
Yasui, head of Japan’s Anti-A 
and H-Bomb Committee, may 
have seriously undermined Ja- 
pan’s efforts to bring about a 
cessation of nuclear weapons 
testing by the illogical reason- 
ing that he considered United 
States and British nuclear tests 
to be more dangerous than 
those of the Soviet Union. 

When Prime Minister Kishi 
sent a personal envoy to Lon- 
don to appeal against Britain's 
plans to hold nuclear tests in 
the Christmas Islands, the Japa- 
nese people were surprised and 
shocked to find that their move- 
ment was considered to be Com- 
munist dominated and influenc- 
ed and thus suspect. While we 
may protest that it is not, such 
statements as Yasui’s can only 
make it more difficult for us to 
convince the rest of the world 
of our sincerity and thwart 
whatever moral influence we 
can bring to bear on this prob- 
lem.

- WASHINGTON—Sen. Lyndon 
Johnson of Texas, who is con- 
ducting a leisurely probe of 
our missile snafu, should take 
a look’ at President LEisen- 
hower’s own personal reports 
on our failure to educate 
scientists. Elsenhower Knew 
about this danger long ago, but 
procrastinated. 


In fact, even as early as 1951, 
when Eisenhower was. still 
president of Columbia Univer- 
sity, his advisers pointed to the 
grave danger of American 
failure to educate scientists and 
technicians. As a result. of 
this. prompting from Columbia 
University advisers, the Ford 
Foundation gave a grant to 
establish the National Man- 
power Council at Columbia. 

Later, on May 18, 1953, after 
Elsenhower became President, 
the council he appointed gave 
this blunt warning: “Progress 
is retarded and even national 
security is weakened by. failure 
to provide proper education 
and training for a vast reservoir 
of highly intelligent young peo- 
ple.”

RUSSIA REVISITED, By Louis 
Fischer, published by Jonathan 
Cape, London, 


There will be no World War 
Itt, the Soviet satellites will 
sooner or later break away 
from the Soviet Union, and So- 
viet conquest will be directed 
to the East. 


Thus Louis Fischer says in 
his new book “Russia Revisit- 
ed.” Fischer lived in the 
Soviet Union from 1922 to 1938 
as a foreign correspondent, and 
revisited the country in 1956. 
Knowing the language, and 
have many old friends and ac- 
quaintances in the Soviet Union, 
he was able to obtain informa- 
tion and impressions that may 
not be available to other visi- 
tors. 

He saw the result of de-Sta- 
linization. Living conditions 
have improved, and he was able 
to meet many Russian friends 
who talked to him freely. Such 
was impossible before. But his 
friends still asked him not to 
telephone them, and not to 
send them any presents. 

Many gigantic buildings are 
being erected, but “Communist- 
giganto mania which is the love 
of the massive rather than the 
magnificent, the irrational ra- 
ther than the functional, derives 
from the need to impress,” Fis- 
cher says.. Though the many 
new buildings are huge and im- 
pressive, inside they are most- 
ly in chaos, ceilings falling, and 
not fit for proper use. 

“The most depressing aspect 
of Moscow is the faces of its 
people. In them I could read 
the history of the Soviet Union 
without falsification: almost 40 
years of hardship and strain for 
the older generation, and fewer 
years, of course, for younger 
men and women: but even teen- 
agers and children are harassed 
and overburdened by the offi- 
cially admitted decried educa- 
tional speed-up and often, by 
the difficult condition at home,” 
writes the author. 

In intimate talks with his 
friends, and young folks, Fis- 
cher found that they do not 
trust the Government or Gov- 
ernment statements, and that 
they accept communism, because 
without communism there 
would be only chaos in Russia. 

The Government reports a big 
crop, and publishes photographs 
of grains piled up high in the 
fields. But actually such crops 
are left in the fields to rot, 
while farmers steal away the 
grain, 

“On both sides of the Iron 
Curtain fewer persons regard 
communism as the wave of the 
future; far more identify it with 
an ocean of terror. Russia’s im- 
perial conquest during World 
War Il actually’ diniinish- 
ed the attraction of Com- 
munist teaching. The sword in 


‘the right hand destroyed the 


book in the left,” he observes. 

There wiil be no revolution in 
the Soviet Union, Fischer be- 
lieves, as such an attempt will 
only bring chaos to the coun- 
try.—M.J,

Can We Afford Survival? | ‘ 


WASHINGTON—The mere ex- 
istence of the now-famous Gal- 
ther report creates a hideously 
painful dilemma for the Admin- 
istration. For the report really 
amounts to a damning indict 
ment of the Administration's 
basic national security policies 
over the last five years. 

Thus, if the Administration 
refuses to publish the report, or 
at least the grim facts om which 
it is based, it will be accused, 
with reason, of concealing essen- 
tial facts from the nation, But 
if it does publish the report or 
the facts on which it is based, 
the Administration will be, in 
effect, publishing a confession of 
its own tragic past error, 

The Gaither report examiries 
in detail the basic theory on 
which the Administration's na- 
tional security policies have 
been founded since 1953 and 
firmly labels this theory non- 
sense. The chief author of the 
theory was, of course, former 
Secretary of the Treasury 
George Humphrey, who sincere- 
ly believed that high taxes and 
high spending were much more 
dangerous to the United States 
than Soviet missiles or hydro- 
gen bombs. ‘ 

According to this theory, the 
country simply “can’t afford” to 
match the Soviet defense effort. 
Humphrey sold the “can't af- 
ford” theory to President Eisen- 
hower and the dominant Admin- 
istration’s figures back in 1953, 
One result has been that spend- 
ing for defense, as a proportion 
of the total national economy, 
has droppec steadily thr 
out the Eisenhower years. 

. 


Another result has been that 
the Administration, in order to 
justify its policies, has consist- 
ently given the country a reas- 


suring but totally false picture . 


of the real balance of military 
power. For the most part, with 
a few honorable exceptions, like 
Senators Stuart Symington and 
Henry Jackson, the Democrats 
never seriously challenged this 
picture. Like Adlai Stevenson 
in 1956, they reasoned that, be- 
cause of the President's aura of 
military prestige, there-was “no 
mileage in the defense issue.” 

Thus, for five long happy 
years, while the country enjoy- 
ed prosperity and tax cuts, the 
real facts were successfully 
shoved under the rug. The real 
facts came as a profound shock 
even to such knowledgeable per- 
sons as the members of the 
Gaither committee, 


“I felt,” one of them has re- 
marked, “as though I was spend- 
ing 10 Hours a day staring 
straight Into hell.” At least two 
members of the committee be- 
came physically ill as a result of 
the experience. For the hell 
they were staring into was the 
clear and predictable prospect 
of a world dominated militarily 
by the Communist bloc, with 
the United States reduced, at 
best, to an isolated second-class 
power, 

Having stared straight into 
this hell, the committee began 
asking itself the obvious ques- 
tions. Is it really true that the 
United States “can’t afford” 
what may be required for sur- 
vival? They consulted leading 
economists. They examined the 
facts—including the startling 
fact that the Soviets spend 25 
per cent of the national product 
for defense, whereas in the 
Eisenhower years the pereen- 
tage here has dropped from 
about 13 per cent to less than 
9 per cent. 

After examining such facts, 
the committee decided that the 
“ean't afford” theory is simply 
not true, On the contrary, they 
concluded, the United States, 
with its immense resources, can 
cértainly match and surpass 
the Seviet defense effort, while 
maintaining an. acceptable 
standard of living, 

This was the unanimous con- 
clusion, not of the “long hairs” 
George Humphrey liked to de- 
nounce, or of radical New 
Dealers, but of such exceedingly 
practical business men and im- 
peccable Republicans as Robert 
Lovett, John McCloy and Wil- 
Lam Foster. 

What, then, ts the Adminis- 


tration to do? Such former 
Humphrey allies as Chief Pres. 
idential aid Sherman Adams 
and National Security Council 
Secretary Robert Cutler (who, 
jronically, first suggested to the 
President the appointment of 
the Gaither committee). are 
certainly all for a policy of 
“top secret and no comment.” 
. * * 

Vice President Nixon, who 
never bought the “can't affurd’ 
theory anyway, favors biting 
the bullet and either publishing 
the report in substance, of the 
facts on which it is based. So 
do a number of able people at 
the middle Administration level}, 
So do most of the men -who 
worked on the report—with the 
proviso that it is not dler- 
ized beyond recognition, 


Nixon is said to believe that 
a policy of candor, even though 
it clearly entails an admission 
of past error, would be good 
politics in the long run—and 
Nixon is no mean judge of 
political consequences. But the 
issue. with which the Gaither 
report confronts the Adminis- 
tration of course far transcends 
politics. A poliey of “top secret 
and no comment” would mean 
no essential change in policy, 
and continuing on the roa@d_to 
hell, A policy of candor would 
mean a basic change in policy, 
with the “can’t afford” theory 
relegated to the ashcan, and 
with the world belatedly -con- 
fronted with the always im- 
pressive spectacle of the United 
States really rolling up its 
sleeves. on

Soviet Arms Cut

NEW YORK—A Soviet an- 
nouncement of qa new Slasn 
of 000 in its armed forces 
must be taken seriously as a 
token of Russian willingness 
to disarm for .peace. In. that 
respect it means little. But it 
means much propagandawise, 
and foretokens a new and de- 
termined Moscow drive to force 
a meeting of the Big Powers, 
perhaps at the summit level, 


The action serves a double 
purpose. The Russiana for a 
jong time have needed man- 
power in their internal econo- 
my; demobilization of some of 
thelr vast conventional forces 
makes sense in an era of hydro- 
gen bombs and long-range mis- 
siles. 


At the same time, the an- 
nouncement will be used by 
Moscow as a demonstration-of 
the Soviet Union’s peaceful in- 
tentions and a propaganda 
weapon to put more steam be- 
hind the current peace offen- 
sive. ? 


The Russians announced a 
cut of 640,00 men from their 
armed forces in. August 1955, 
and thereafter used the an- 
nouncement as a challenge to 
the Western powers to do like- 
wise. 

But the cut left the Russians 
still the strongest power in 
conventional forces on the con- 
tinent of Europe, and they will 
remain in that position even if 
their latest annowsucement. is 
genuine, It likely is. 


The Russians badiy need that | 
Manpower: on the farms and 
in the factories, The mainten- 
ance of the huge conventional 
forces has been proved éxtra- 
vagantly wasteful. 

Despite the 1955 cuts and if 
the newly announced cut goes 
into effect, Russia will have 
nearly two and a half million 
men under arms. The entire 
Communist bloc nations, toge- 
ther, had about eight and a half 
million men under arms at the 
beginning of this year, accord- 
ing to estimates of competent 
sources in Washington. 

A cut of 300,000 men is ‘in- 
significant in terms of Commu- 
nist strength in conventional 
forces. But the announcement 
is likely to be hailed noisily as 
proof that the USSR has tak- 
en a concrete step toward world 
peace. It hasn't, 
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
